Death of Chancellor. L. Jenks. 


When Chancellor L. Jenks, of Evan- 


ston, '111., an uncle of Dr. G. D. Jen- 
nings of this place, died on Saturday 
Jan. 10, "in San Francisco, at the age 
of 74, while visiting friends, it was the 
passing of an historic character. 


During his life he filled a large 


place in the real estate history of 
Chicago, and was everywhere recog- 
nized as one of its shrewdest and most 
successful investors. 


In the abolition conflict Mr. Jenks 


took a. prominent part. 
His father 


conducted one of the stations of the 
Underground railway at his home in 
La Salic county, and there as a boy he 
frequently assisted his father in trans- 
porting fugitive slaves. 
When he 


came to Chicago fie took a prominent 
part in ill anti-slavery 
movements, 


and in August, 1860, he won national 
fame by his action in aiding a fugi- 
tive slave girl to escape from her 
owners, One day when on the way to 
his office he saw at the corner of Clark 
and Van Buren streets a runaway 
slave, Eliza Grayson by name, strug- 
gling'in the clutches of her master, 
Stephen F. Knuckles, then a represen- 
tative at Washington of Utah terri- 
tory, and Jack Newsome, a commis- 
sioner under the fugitive slave law. 
Mr. Jenks was at once aroused and 
he flew to her assistance. 
He and 


Jack Newsome and the slave-holder 
were soon rolling over each other in 
the gutter. 
At this critical moment a 


party of police officers appeared on 
the scene and took the entire party in- 
to custody. 
They were conveyed at

Although 10 o'clock in the evening, he 
awakened Calvin De Wolf and swore 
out a warrant charging Eliza Graysbn 
with disorderly conduct.

vin DeWolf and George Anderson, 
James Buchanan was then president 
of the United States, and he tele- 
graphed the United States attorney at 
Chicago, ''Prosecute Chancellor Jeuks 
to the full extent of the law.

The fact that the 
Un'ted States 


Government has taken no substantial 
part in building or maintaining pub- 
lic highway* in this country, -or the 
last two generations, is accepted by 
many people as final proof that the 
general 
Government 
is forbidden, 


either by Constitutional limitations or 
by sonnd public policy, from engaging 
in any such internal improvement. On 
the other hand it should be noted 
that no system of public highways 
was ever built up or maintained in 
an; country without the substantial 
• id of the general Government of that 
country. The almost universal lack 
of improvement in regard to our pub- 
lic road system is directly referable 
to the fact that there has been -no well 
established system or policy pertain- 
ing to the question. Those who have 
done moat to agitate for permanent 
improvements have found 
that the 


farmers of the country have almost 
invariably been opposed to any gen- 
eral plan heretofore suggested for the 
building up ot permanent and durable 
roads; although it is generally conced- 
ed that the farmers would be benefit ted 
as much, if not more, than any other 
class of people by mich roads. The 
real reason for the farmer's objection 
is found in the fact that, according to 
the ordinary scheme of improvement, 
be would be called upon to pay the 
entire burden of cost; which he intui- 
tively feols to be greater than he 
ought to bear, if not greater than ho is 
able to bear. Considering this long 
continued opposition by the people in 
the rural districts and the lack of 
policy on the part ot the general Gov- 
ernment, r.nd especially considering 
that road buildin? is undoubtedly a 
public duty which rests upon the Gov- 
ernment in eome foim it seems likely 
that the farmers are entitled to some 
Assistance iu bearing 
the necessary 


/burden of coat to improve the public 
ib,ighwa*.vs, and that th« United Stntes 
-Government should stop forward with 
some definite policy and assume some 
share of the burden and responsibility 


• which is necessary to produce a credit- 


able system of public highways; aud 
which has, as stated above, never been 
effected in any country at any time 
•without *be substantial aid and en- 


>,€onrogeaient of the general Govern- 


low bill H. R. No. 15369 


to establish such a policy to be 


followed by the United States. It ;.a a 
policy of co-operation and seeks to 
bring in the general Government ai 
cooperating factor to work in conntc- 
stion with any State or political sub- 
division thereof, so th.it the United 
States should famish one-half the cos1. 
of improvement 
and 
the Stale or 


» political subdivision thc'eof, co-operat- 


ing, should 
furnish the other half. 


Sections 5, 6, and 7 are quoted from 
the bill as follows:

The Constitution 
of 
th« United 


States puts no such limitation upon ' 
the Government as to prevent the co ' 
operation provided for in this bill, ' 
and so far as public policy 5s concern-'{ 
ed that remains to be settled by the j 
concenses of opinion by tne people of 
the United States. It was not consider-j 
ed good public policy, until very re-; 
cently, to undertake to deliver the j 
United 
States mail to 
the people 


living in the rural districts, but it 
has been found upon trial to be very ' 
useful, very 
economical, and very' 


beneficial to those living in the rural 
districts: and yet for forty or fifty 
years the people in cities have been ' 
favored by having their mail delivered 
at their doors, while people living in \ 
the rural districts have been discrimi- 
nated against because wo had not dis- 
covered, until lately, that it is good, 
policy to deliver mail alike to people 
in the country and in the city. One is 
almost as easily 
obtainable as the' 


other. There is no reason why the 
mail could not have been delivered to 
the peoplo living in the rural dis- 
tricts forty years ago as well as at the 
present time as a matter of fact the

Once let 
it be understood that the desired re- 
sult can be accomplished through a 
syetem 01 co-operation, aided, fostered 
ami encouraged by the General Gov- 
ernment, and then let the people of 
the, country express themselves 
in 


favor of the plan, and yon will find 
that Congress aud the Constiutioif will' 
be not against but tor it. What mem- 
bers of Congress want ia an expression

There are many rural districts that 
have no great rivers, or great harbors,' 
or greatj cities which entitle them to 
public buildings, but there is no dis- 
trict but that.has many miles of public 
roads that need to be permanently im- j 
proved.

Washington—The house leaders went

the Philippine fcoinage;! bill reported 
by (he insular affairs committee and 
adopted the *nb»titute offered by the 
minority, for the 
Introduction 
of 


American turrency and the American 
coinage system in the islands. The 
insular committee 
includes in 
its 


membership the chairmen of the most 
powerful committees of the house, Mr. 
Cannon, chairman of appropriations; 
Mr. llit.t, chairman of foreign affairs; 
Mr. Payne, chairman of ways ann 
means; Mr. Heppburn, chairman of 
inter-state commerce, and Mr. Tawney, 
chairman of the committee on exposi- 
tions. They reported a bill to estab- 
lish the gold standard in the islands 
and to authorize the coinage of silver 
pesos of 416 grains, to be made legal 
tender at the rate of two pesos for one 
gold dollar. The majority members 
made a gallant fight ''or the bill, but 
a considerable number of Republi- 
cans, twenty-eight on Jthe final vote, 
under the lend of Mr. Hill of Con- 
necticut Mr. Fowler of New Jersey and 
Mr. McCall ot Massachusetts joined 
with 
the 
Democrats and 
carried 


through the substitute. 


The fact that Secretary Shaw aud 


other 
high 
treasury officials 
were 


quoted on the floor as favoring the 
substitute aided in the overthrow of 
the committee bill. 


Their opinions were 
advanced fls 


against those of Governor Taft and 
other members of the Philippine com- 
mission. 


The substitute passed provides that 


the lawful money of the United States 
shall be a legal tender in the Philip- 
pines and declares the coinage laws of 
the United States to be in full force 
there. It provides for the redemption 
of the Mexican and Spanish silver, 
not including any Mexican pesos im- 
ported into the islands after "March 15, 
1902, at their bullion value as declared 
from time to time by the Philippine 
commission the silver coin authorized 
by the,Philippine government act to 
be redeemed at the rate of two pesos 
for $1, of the United States currency. 
After six months no coin except that 
of the United States shall be legal ten- 
der, with the following proviso: 


"That all debts, except those other- 


wise provided for in the c'ontract, ow- 
ing on the date when this act shall 
take effect or contracted within nix 
monhs thereafter, shall be payable in 
the silver coin now in circulation in 
the Pihlippine islands or in Uie law 
ful money of the United States at llu-. 
rate of exchange orescribed at the 
time of the Philippine commission." 


The bill provides that the pesos 


coined under the Philippine govejn- 
men -act and the Mexican and Spanish 


coin, when redeemed or received for 
public duties on the above basis shall 
be coined in United States coin at Uie 
mint nuhorized to be established in 
Manila. 


Irrigation 


Irrigation must not be neglected 


now no matter how inconvenient it 
may be, should the ground show the 
lenst indication of drynesc. 
Where 


cultivation has been deep and persis- 
tent the gronnd is in fine condition as 
to moisture. Tbe trees do not require 
as much as in the growing months fo 
summer and early fall, but they must 
bo well supplied for if they are not, 
when it comes a drying norther it will 
pinch and dry up the leaves and make 
the trees look sick. It may also cause 
mottle leaf for another season, and 
this lack of water 
never be sus- 


pected as the cause of it. It must not 
be forgotten toothot frost always takes 
a worse hold- on a dry tree than on 
one that is not suffering for lack of 
moisture in the soil. Dont' be afraid 
to irrigate if ncessary, Where a green 
crop for turning under is in the or- 
chard or where the natural vegetation 
is left for the same purpose, it is more 
than' likely that it needs to be irri- 
gated. This can be easily told by try- 
ing the soil with a spade. If it goes 
down easily there is no need for irriga- 
tion, but if at all hard and dry irrigate 
at once. As soon as warm sunshine 
comes and drying winds prevail, a 


green crop tends to ktMp molstnre »a 
the soil, and* a bare, hard rorftce ft*d 
a hard struggle to resist giving Op Ht 
moisture unless thoroughly pttlfetleeJ 
to a depth of fire or six Incbef,—CiH- 
fornto Ooltlvatof.

Kast for experienced farm hands to 
work during the coming season. 


It should be understood there is no 


great demand for ordinary farm labor- 
ers, though experienced men In fruit 
growing undoubtedly could find work 
if they came, Steady, reliable fellows 
of special training might or might 
not secure employment upon arrival, 
but even in such cases it. would be 
more prudent to come prepared to pass 
several months without being obliged 
to secure labor for support. 


For the practical farmer or fruit 


grower or even limited means there is 
plenty of room and opportunity, and 
such a one could either buy or rent 
enough land to make him self-sup- 
porting from the beginning; but the 
opportunities for unskilled labor are 
no better here than they are in the 
East, perhaps not so good. Indeed, 
for a man without money the condi- 
tions are about the same everywhere 
and all in that class who come must 
take their chance. 


If a man is willing to take such 


chance the field is open, but if he has 
a reasonably good situation in the 
East he would be foolish to relinquish 
it and come here expecting to find a 
good market for his labor without 
salary. Particularly risky would this 
be if he had a wife and children de- 
pendent upon his exertion. 
Such a 


man 
might find only bitter disap- 


pointment awaiting him.

ContaotiwMltfe Ha* Celebrated lOOth 
Annlvtrtapy ftf Its ttatahood. 


The tons of Ohio the world over re- 


cently celebrated tbe centennial an- 
niversary of their native State nnd in 
Chlllicothe, tbe first capital of Ohio, 
« tablet was unveiled commemorating 
tde signing of the State's constitution. 


On the site of 
the preucnt ROM 


County courthouse. In the city of 
Chlllicothe, stood tbe historic old stone 
courthouse In which was adopted the 
original constitution of tbe State of 
Ohio. 


Tbe sfory of the rite of Ohio 1ft of 


taterest to every American. It was 
the first State to be admitted to the 
Union oat of the great Northwes Ter- 
ritory, nnd In the hundred years of Its 
Statehood It bas Increased just one 
hundred times. 
Iu 1800 Its popula- 


tion was some 40,000. At the present 
time It baa over 4,000,000 people, and 
ranks as the fourth State In the Un- 
ion, New York, Pennsylvania and Illi- 
nois holding the first, second and third 
places, respectively. 


But. what stirs the pride of a native 


of Ohio perhaps more thnn It* growth 
In population and material wealth is 
her contribution of great men to the 
nation. Five of the Vventy-flve Presi- 
dents of the United States were born 
in Ohio, and six are regarded by the 
citizens of this State ns their own. 
The five thnt belong to Ohio by nnflvl- 
ty were Grant, born at Point Pleas- 
nnt, 
April 27, 1822; Hayes, born at 


Delaware, Delaware County, Oct. 4, 
1822; flarfleld, born In Orange Town- 
ship, Nov. 10, 1831; Benjamin Harri- 


tnied O'ftoflfkc during the run of th« 
circus train from Tlfton to Valdosta, 
O». She escaped from her car after 
O'Rourke's death.

RECLAMATION OF HIGH PLAINS 


Geological Survey Searches For Water 


to Make Them Habitable 


The efforts of 
the 
hydrographic 


branch of the United States Geological 
Survey are being directed to the dis- 
covery ot sufficient water to lead to 
the reclamation and habitation of that 
area of the Great Plains lying west of 
;he prairies and east of the Rocky 
Mountains, commonly known as the 
High Plains. The section is admir- 
ably suited to agriculture and grazing 
except for its j.':idequute water supply, 
which is so uncertain that great areas 
jf fertile land lie quite uninhabited. 
This is especially true of the regions 
yiug between the river valleys which 
roHS it at wide intervals. These broad 
ntervalley platea.us 
are practically 


waterless, but it has been. discovered 
hat water may be had from 
under- 


ground sources by wells and windmills, 
and it has been demonstrated that, 
while the region may not be largely 
eclaimable by irrigation, it may be 
uccessfully used for grazing bv creat- 
ng stock watering points at compaia- 
ively close intervals. It will, how- 
ver, be difficult, if not impossible, for 
be grazers to raise anything besides 
odder cane of the drought-resisting 
arieties, such as Kaffir corn. \'ege- 
ablcs and other products will, for the 
nost part, probablv have to be grown 
Isewbere. The river valleys, on the 
ther hand, seem destined to bo ex- 
ensively cultivated by irriagtion, the 
water for which will be pumped from 
the jyavels of the river beds, where 
an underflow has 'been known to con- 
tinue in the summer season after the 
rivers themselves have ceased to run. 
These areas will furnish garden pro- 
duce for the ranches on the plateau, 
and in this manner. make the region as 
a whole habitable. The details of this
